The Petrograd War Office reports that Russo-Rumanian troops Are success-
fully resisting the pressure of the Austro-German armies toward the Rumanian
capital. The Russinn War Office states that all Teuton attacke in the fighting
south of the Rumaninn capital have been beaten back, the villages of Komnana
and Gostinari recaptured and the western part of the famous Cernavoda bridge
retaken by the troops of Genernl Sakharoff. The Russians nre attacking with
great fury all along the Carpathian front, in Transylvania and in the Dobrudja.

The German War Office announces that all Russian nssaults in the Car-
pathians have failed and that more than 6000 prisoners have been eaptured by
the Germans since yesterday. The defeat of the Rumanian army southeast of
Pitesci, in Wallachin, is also announced. A great battle on Field Mnrshal von
Mackensen's front, south of Bucharest, is now in progress, Berlin says. In
